Btaminatlon of the secret dossier 
■was the sole orcupation of the court- 
martial during its sitting in camera, 
the' decision having been retched, 
probably In view of tbe message tel* 
egraphed here by General de Oalllfet, 
•mlniBter of war. 

When tbe open session of tb^ court- 
Bwrtlal began, M. LAborl presented a 
formal a{>pIlc»tlon to the court for an 
order upon Major Garriere, the govern- 
inent i:omml.«sary, to request that in- 
terested foreign governments througb 
dlplfimatle channels communicate to 
the court various documents relating 
to the bordereau. 

Major replied that he did* not think 
tbe government could aslc another gov- 
ernment for the restoration of docu- 
nents. He suggested that the defense 
should obtain and submit the papers 
eeml-offlclally to the court. 

M. Paleologue said that while M. 
L4.i>ori'« request appeared quite logi- 
cal and Just, there were diploip^tlc 
cbftlderationq which made It inndmis- 
sllile for the government to take such 
initiative as was proposed by counsel 
fo^ ^he defense. Colonel Jouaust said 
wmU would decide the matter later.

Philadelphia, Sept S.— Tbe visitors 
to t^e Grand Army eacaoipaent were 
out a( an early hour. 

Tbe presence In tbe city of President 

McKinley apd his drive over the route 
of the parade aroused the greatest en- 
thusiasm among tbe throngs. Admiral 
Sampson and tbe captains of bis fleet 
made a formal call upon the president. 
Mr. McKinley received them in the re- 
ception room set apart for him at tbe 
hotel. 

Afterward tbe presidential party, In- 
cluding tbe admiral and Uie captains 
entered carriage and went over the 
route of the parade. The president s 
carriage was drawn by four richly ca- 
parisoned bay horses. With the presi- 
dent were Mayor Ashbridge and Gen- 
eral Ix>uis Wagner, chairman ot the G. 
A. R. executive committee. 

As the president started up Broad 
street a treat wave of cheering was 
started that never ceased until he had 
traversed tbe entire route of parade. 

The presidential party drove pi^t tbe 
historic state house. As be passed the 
president took off bis bat 

Thf party reached th^ reviewing 
stand at 10:10 o'clock and tbe presi- 
dent remained In tbe rooms of tbe di- 
rector of public works until the head 
of tbe procession reached the stand, 
when be iagaln madf t>if aippearanee. 

The begd oC the procession moved 
at 10 o'clock and marched five miles. 
Independence hall was passed during 
tb^ march and caps were lifted and 
colors dlpi#ed by the veterans. Three 
thousand school children aasembled at 
the city ball and sang patriotic airs 
as the veterans passed.

BENTHEIM'S STOEY 
Attracts the Attention of the State 
Department Oflclals. 

Washington, Sept 6.— The oflcla^a 
of the state department have li.eii 
much interested in tbe remarkable 
story ot the artist Bentbelm st At- 
lanta of his eoQoeetion with the Ger- 
man secret senrlc^. 

The point In bis narrative that psr- 
Vcularly attracts attention at the state 
department is tbe allegation that the 
United States deputy and vice consul 
at Sonneberg has been serving as a 
German agent to convey secrets rel- 
ative to war material stolen from the 
French government and the ufflcial has 
used tbe United states consul and tbe 
olBcial letterheads and envelopes of 
the consulate to further his ends. 

The records ot the department show 
that Florschultze was appointed vice 
and deputy United States consul at 
Sonneberg in 188<. 

He had been connected with the 
banking bininess, and resigned the 
place of cashier of one of the largest 
of tbe banks to accept tthe position 
In the consulate. His record Is excep- 
tionally good. When the consulate 
was re.movKi from Sonneberg to fob- 
lenz. Florschultz went along. He has 
given satisfaction at every point and 
has frequently discharged tbe duties 
of consul during the absence of that 
ofllcial. He still holds bis place. In- 
quiry made Into the ac( uracy of the 
detailed statements made by Bentbelm 
appears to confirm them. 

His clsim that be was a soldier in 
the Two Hundred and Second regiment 
of New York and discharged In Wash- 
ing is borne out by tbe department 
records. Notwithstanding this, the 
olBcials of the state deiwrtment dis- 
credit Bentbelm's statements, tbough 
now that they have been given such 
publicity. It ma^ be found expedient 
to quietly Inyestigate the ipaiter.

Cleveland, Sept. S.— The twenty-flttb 

annual convention of the American 
Bankers' association was called to or- 
der in tbe auditorium of the chamber 
of commerce building with probably 
tbe largest attendance in tbe bistory 
of the organization. 

About 1,500 visiting bankers, repre- 
senting all sections of the country, 
were present Tbe amount of capital 
represented by tbe delegates in round 
numbers is given at $5,700,000,000. 

In the absence of Mayor Farley, Di- 
rector of Lew Hogsett welcbBed the 
bankers to tbe city. 

Vice Preeident B. H. Borne, ot the 
Cleveland Clearing House association. 
In the absence of President Tbomas 
Wilson, weliomfrt the delegates in be- 
half of the Cleveland bankers. 

President George H. Russell ot the 
American Bankers' association replied 
to the welcoming speeches and follow- 
ed with his anaoal address to tbs or- 
ganization. 

Secretary Jamea R. Brandh thea 
read his annual report 

The report of the treasurer, George 
M. Reynolds of Chicago was next pre- 
sented. It showed that tbe total In- 
come for the past year was il28,l|Sl.|4. 
Tbe total balance on hand la |ftl.04i.9p. 
Alvah Trowbridge read the report of 
the executive committee after which 
a number ot resolutions were Intro- 
duced. 

Among tbe important ot these waa 
one by Bradley Rhodes of New Tofk 

recommendiqg the adoption of an 
amendment providing for tbe election 
of officers by a call ot statss instead of 
througb a fiomlnatlng committee. 

The chairman of tbe executive com- 
mittee opposed the proposed amend- 
ment as did also A. P. Walbridge, \)i 
Austin, Tex., and Maurice White of 
Cincinnati. Mr. Rhodes finally gain- 
ed tbe recognition of the chair aa#in 
a flve-mlnute speech described the 
good qualities of his plan. 

The debate over the Rhodes amend- 
ment lasted for over half an hour. Fi- 
nally the question was put to the con- 
vention and Mr. Rhodes' ideas were 
not accepted by the convention. A 
rising vote was taken and ouly four 
delegates voted for tbe adoption of the 
plan. 

The report of the protective commit- 
tee was next pre.- ■nti rl.
